Barly history points very strongly to 
the West Indies and the adjacent 
mainland os the original home of the 
yellow fever mosquito. There has been 
much dls< piston of the question, and 
ingenious arguments have been ad­ 
duced to prove that yellow fever is of 
African origin and was imported into 
America through the slave trade. 
All 
things considered, however, the proba­ 
bilities are that yellow fever is one of 
the very old diseases of mankind In 
the new world, and that it was taken 
from the new world to the old. 
The yellow fever mosquito has two 
distinct regions—one In which it is ca­ 
pable of breeding continuously and an­ 
other over which it spreads only dur­ 
ing warm weather, to be annually ex­ 
terminated by cold. 
The region of per­ 
manent distribution is limited by the 
frost line. 
The region of temporary 
summer distribution is determined by 
the means of carriage that happen to 
available. 
It is particularly sub­ 
ject to carriage for long distances on 
board vessels, in railway trains, and 
even packed securely away in bag­ 
gage. 
In the old days of sailing vessels on 
very long voyages it was undoubtedly

It is essentially a domestic 
mosquito, and normally it is never 
found at a great distance from habita­ 
tions.

Lives on Blood. 
The yellow fever mosquito can sub­ 
sist upon the blood of any warm blood­ 
ed animal, but shows a decided prefer­ 
ence for man. 
It prefers the white 
race to dark races, and among tile 
whites attacks by preference young, 
vigorous persons of fine skin and good 
color rather than anaemic or aged peo­ 
ple. 
Instances arc on record of its bit­ 
ing corpses. 
It will also feed upon birds, and it 
bas been carried alive from Brasil to 
Europe by being allowed to feed upon 
canaries. 
The female who needs to suck blood 
to develop her eggs is particularly at­ 
tracted to portions of the body cov­ 
ered with perspiration. 
A female will 
bite within eighteen to twenty-four 
hours after she emerges from the 
pupa. A meal of blood makes ber very 
sluggish. 
She flies with difficulty, 
seeking a hiding place after feeding. 
Several hours are consumed In diges­ 
tion, and then the female Is anxious 
for another meal of blood.

cies normally sucks blood repeatedly. 
In thirty-one days a female is record­ 
ed to have sucked blood twelve times.

low fever mosquito has been found in 
New York upon vessels coming from 
Vera Cruz, and it is by such carriage 
of infected mosquitoes that the early 
outbreaks of yellow fever in Philadel­ 
phia and other northern cities are to 
lie accounted for. 
Railway trains also carry this mos­ 
quito, frequently in large numbers. 
It 
has spread inland from \ era C ruz, first 
to Cordoba and later to Orizaba, en­ 
tirely by means of the railway. 
Al­ 
most every summer the yellow fever 
mosquito is carried in railroad cars 
from Now Orleans, Mobile, and other 
southern cities, on through trains to 
Washington, Baltimore and New York. 
It has been seen and captured on these 
trains by competent entomologists. 
New World Disease. 


Barly history points very strongly to 
the West Indies and the adjacent 
mainland as the original home of the 
yellow fever mosquito. There has been 
much dls< piston of the question, and 
Ingenious arguments have been ad­ 
duced to prove that yellow fever Is of 
African origin and was imported into 
America through the slave trade. 
All 
things considered, however, the proba­ 
bilities are that yellow fever is one of 
the very old diseases of mankind In 
the new world, and that it was taken 
from the new world to the old. 
The yellow fever mosquito has two 
distinct regions—one In which it is ca­ 
llable of breeding continuously and an­ 
other over which it spreads only dur­ 
ing warm weather, to be annually ex­ 
terminated by cold. The region of per­ 
manent distribution is limited by the 
frost line. 
The region of temporary 
summer distribution is determined bv 
the means of carriage that happen to 
’tie available. 
It is particularly sub­ 
ject to carriage for long distances on 
board vessels, in railway trains, and 
even packed securely away in bag 
gage. 
In the old days of sailing vessels on
